This  drachm,  with  small  and  thick  flan,  presents  an  interesting  numismatic 
problem.  In  G.  Le  Rider's  new  book,  Monnaies  cretoises  du  Ve  au  Ier  siecle 
avant  J.  C.  (Pairs,  1966),  this  obverse  die  is  used  on  a  coin  (p.  85,  # 8,  pi. 

XX.  26)  with  a  maximum  diameter  of  26  mm.  On  that  coin  more  of  the  die  depic¬ 
tion  is  revealed,  including  the  shoulders  and  a  leg  of  the  bull.  This  would  therefor 
be  an  example  of  a  Greek  mint  using  two  drastically  different  flan  sizes  for  the 
denomination,  struck  from  large  diameter  dies.  This  is  substantiated  by  the 
reverse  depiction,  which  completely  lacks  indications  of  incusing,  which  is  so 
customary  in  these  coins.  Thus  the  normally  smaller  reverse  die  fit  nicely  into 
use  on  a  smaller  flan.
